BIGHTS OF LABOR. 


F.obert G. Ingersoll on Workingmen and 


Kmployers. 


April 27th.—Kobert G. In- 


gersoll had the following editorial over his 
own signature in the Journal yesterday: 
I hardly know enough of the subject to 
give ao opinion as to the time when eight 
hoars ate to became a day's work, bet 
I am perfectly satisfied that eight hoars 
trill become the labor day. Working 
people should be protected by law. If 
they are not, capitalists will require just as 
many hoars as human nature will hear. 
For a ra»n to get np before daylight arid 
work till after dark life is of no partionlar 
importance. He simply earns enongh one 
day to prepare himself to work another. 
His whole life is spent in want and toil, 
and each life is without value. Of course, 
I cannot say that the present effort is 
going to sacoeod. All I can say is that I 
hope it will. I cannot see how any man 
who does nothing can insist that others 
should work ten or twelve hoars a day. 
Neither can I see how any man who lives 
on the luxuries of life can find it in his 
heart, or in his stomach, -to say that the 
poor ought to be satisfied with the crusts 
and crumbs they get. 


I believe there is to be a revolution in 


the relations between labor and capital. 
The working people are reasonera. Their 
hands and heads are in partnership. They 
know a great deal more than the capital- 
ists. It takes a thousand times more brain 
to make a locomotive than it does to ran a 
store or a bank, and there is a great deal 
more intelligence in the steamship and in 
all the thousand machines and devices that 
are now working for the world. These 
working people read; they meet together; 
they discuss; they are becoming more and 
more independent in thought. They do 
not believe all they hear. The free school 
in this country hai tended to pat men on 
an equality, and the mechanic understands 
his side of the case and is able to express 
his views, tinder the circumstances there 
mast be a revolution. The laboring men, 
however, ought to remember that all who 
labor are their brothers and that all women 
who labor are their sisters, and whenever 
one class of working men or working 
women is oppressed all other laborers ought 
to stand by the oppresied class. 


Any man who wishes to force his brother 


to work mora than eight hours a day is not 
a civilized man. My hope for the working 
man baa its foundation in the fact that he 
is growing more and more intelligent. I 
have also some hope for the capitalist, 
when both becoma intelligent the matter 
will be battled. Neither labor nor capital 
should rogort to force. 


BE UP AND DOING. 


For many years the Carson Tribune has 


called on the young Americans to assert 
their rights and again reminds them that 
this being a State political year it behooves 
'.hern to be np and doing. In the cities of 
San Francisco, Sacramento and in fact all 
over the State of California the native sons 
make themselves heard and are a power to 
be teipeoted, and why should not thoie of 
the Silver State do likewise? 


There are matters of great import to oar 


State which should receive serious con- 
sideration and it is a well-recognized fact 
that procrastination in «nch affairs invari- 
ably cause non-success. Particular atten- 
iion shoul 1 be paid to the nomination of 
legislators from the several counties, for 
never did Nevada stand in need of good, 
fair and square legislation more than at the 
present time. 


The question of calling a Constitutional 


Convention is an all-important one and 
deserves the deepest consideration, aud so 
let the young brains be joined with the 
older and havo an organization formed by 
constant meetings to ascertain the senti- 
ments of all on this and other matters con- 
nected with State affairs, for in order to 
maintain Statehood the expenses must be 
reduced, and nothing but a revision of the 
Constitution can accomplish that desirable 
end. 


So we say: Young men to the front! and 


show by your acts that when the graybeards 
shall have passed away their places can be 
well filled. 


In the above remarks politics are not 


referred to, although of course the Tribune 
advocates the Republican side, but the 
express desire ii to see the young men net 
m such affairs as interested parties and 
show themselves worthy the title of A.man- 
cans.

TUB TARIFF BILL. 


The Probable Action of Congress-A 


Thorough. Canvass of the House. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 29.—The Press 


yesterday published the most complete and 
careful poll of the majority in Congress 
ever made by a newspaper. The purpose 
was to ascertain the views of individual 
members as to the necessity of passing the 
Tariff Revision and Reduction bill ai 
speedily as possible. Interviews were had 
with 200 Senators and Representatives. 


The Press interviewers found what oppo- 


sition, exists to the McEinley bill on the 
Republican side of the House, and by ex- 
tending the interviews to Democrat!!, found 
the particular line of attack upon the bill 
likely to be adopted by the opposition. A 
fact of supreme importance is that a bill 
revising the tariff and reducing the reve- 
nues will be enacted before Congress ad- 
journs for the Summer. 


The Press interviewed 109 Republicans, 


and with two exceptions they all agree that 
the Republican tariff bill will be passed, 
and while differences exist as to the make- 
up of the schedules, the entire party is in 
accord on the general principle and purpose 
of the McEinley bill, 


While the interviews show the strong 


sentiment on the part of the Republicans 
in favor of the bill, even if some features 
of it are not wholly in accord with the in- 
dividual opinion of the member called 
upon to express his views, there is a singu 
lar dearth of strong criticism on the part 
of the Democrats. 
In a general way the 


Democrats protest against the bill without 
going into particulars. 
They admit the 


probability of its passing, but they are evi 
dently displeased with a measure which 
offers the masses of the people free sugar 
on the one hand and the farmers of the 
ccuntry additional protection on important 
articles which they produce on the other 
hand. ( 


The result is summarized as follows: 


Total number interviewed, 209; total num- 
ber of Republicans interviewed, 159; num- 
ber of Republicans who believe a bill re- 
vising the tariff and reducing the revenue 
mast be passed before this Congress ad- 
journs, 20; number now ready to vote for 
the McKinley bill as it stands, 141; num- 
ber who believa the McEinley bill is sure 
to be satisfactory to the party and country 
by amendments and passed, 118; number 
who are not sure, about 7.

THAT ANCIENT KIVEK. 


Professor Hanks Combats a Popular 


Theory of Miners. 


Professor H. G. Hanks has been writing 


some elaborate articles for the Mining and 
Scientific Press to disprove the ancient 
river theory which is commonly accepted 
by miners toaccount for gold-bearing quartz 
found in this State. These are the main 
points he produces against that belief: "If 
the rivers were extensive and powerful 
enough to round quartz bowlders and con- 
vey them so far as claimed, the force of the 
current would have ground animal and 
vegetable life to a powder and have wholly 
obliterated them. The same river at the 
same time could not have deposited the 
pipe clay, filled as it is with perfect leaves 
as described by Dr. Trask. 


"No observant person can stand in the 


uncovered channel of a hydraulic miue, or 
at the breast of a California drift mine, 
and believe that this vast work was that of 
a river. If the work of a river, all the 
bowlders brought down would not be 
quarts, for no river could flow through a 
country all of the rooks of which are qualz, 
or discriminate and select from the great 
multitude of known rojks quartz frag- 
ments only and reject all others, nor could 
any rirer 1,000 feet wide or more convey 
large bowlders or mova gold. If the work 
of rivers, the Bilty deposit called 'biiek bat' 
by the Georgia gold miners, and lonnd at 
the Edman mine, Plnmas county, and 
elsewhere, in the deep placer region, wou'd 
not cover so wide an area. 


"The same river that conveyed and de- 


posited the bowlders twenty tons in weight 
could not have subsequently filled the in- 
terstices with the finest of silt as described 
y Professor Blake and others, which did 
ot mar the perfection of fine leaves. If 
elieved by many, they would be only in 
IB beds of streams, while in fact they are 
iund by drift miners in the banks, far 
bove the bedrock."
